HE  possible  color  combinations  to 
be  secured  by  proper  combining 
of  the  Darwin  and  Breeder  Tu¬ 
lips  were  so  lovely  that  perhaps  the  ulti¬ 
mate  in  color  effects  might  seem  to  have 
been  reached.  Yet  to  the  expert  in  color 
something  was  lacking.  Pure  yellow  and 
pure  white  and  their  numerous  modifica¬ 
tions  were  denied  him.  The  artist  gar¬ 
dener  was  demanding  yellow  and  white. 
For  a  generation  or  more  the  Dutch  tulip 
breeders  endeavored  to  produce  pure  yel¬ 
low  and  pure  white  in  the  Darwin  and 
Breeder  groups  until  it  seemed  that  the 
quest  was  hopeless.  Finally,  one  Hybridist, 
perhaps  more  alert  or  more  resourceful 
than  the  rest,  tried  crossing  the  Darwin  and 
Breeder  tulips  with  outside  groups.

BETWEEN  the  melting  of  Winter’s  last  snow  and  the  blooming  of  Spring’s  first  tulip,  a  flat  and  barren 
landscape  is  an  ordeal  for  sensitive  people  to  .endure.  And  it  is  quite  unnecessary  when  Crocuses  are 
available  to  fill  in  the  void.  It  would  seem  almost  foolish  to  deprive  oneself  of  the  joy  that  Crocuses  bring. 
Even  if  one  were  indifferent  on  one’s  own  account,  isn't  it  selfish  to  refuge  to  add  beauty  to  the  world  when  beauty 
may  be  had  at  so  little  cost? 

Crocuses,  the  earliest  of  all  spring  flowering  bulbs,  are  also  the  cheapest;  and  there  is  nothing  else  to  take  their 
place.  If  the  foliage  is  not  cut  off  they  will  last  indefinitely.  They  should  be  used  for  edging  tulip  beds  or  any 
garden  bed  or  shrub  border.  Scattered  through  the  lawn,  they  will  gleam  like  jewels  against  the  verdant  back- 
ground.

You  may 
use  anything  in  the  first  sised  named  Hyacinths  (Page  36),  the  Miniature  Hyacinths  (Page  38),  or  the  Special  Pre- 
pared  Dutch  Hyacinths  for  very  early  bloom,  listed  on  next  page.  Equally  easy  are  the  Single  Early  and  the  Double 
Early  tulips  (Page  25).  The  Triumph  Tulips  (Page  28),  grow  as  easily  as  the  Early  sorts  (Page  23).  The  Mendel 
Tulips  (Page  25),  have  been  developed  specially  for  forcing  and  are  easiest  of  all  to  grow  in  this  way.  Then  there 
is  the  Narcissus  (Page  47),  which  seem  almost  to  grow  themselves.  There  are  also  the  Lily  of  the  Valley  and  the 
Calla  Lilies  which  require  hardly  enough  attention  to  make  the  experience  interesting. 

The  Freesias  are  a  little  more  difficult,  though  still  quite  simple.  The  Lilies  require  some  skill  and  the  beginner 
should  prepare  himself  for  some  disappointment  the  first  time  he  attempts  to  grow  them.
